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FEATURE ARTICLE / HOW DO YOU COLLECT 


I have recently began a collection of 
Standing Liberty Quarters and I 
thought that I would write about 
my experiences regarding how I 
have gone about putting this collec¬ 
tion together. Over my 40+ years of 
collecting I have put together many 
different sets of coins ranging from 
Lincoln cents, type, Morgan dollars 
and currency. Some I still have, oth¬ 
ers have been sold and funds have 
been usually diverted to other col¬ 
lecting interests. Initially when I 
was a kid I wanted to collect one of 
everything. Soon thereafter I real¬ 
ized that I was not Elisaberg and 
could not possibly obtain complete 
collections of everything, let alone 
afford it either. We have all been 
given the advice to purchase the 
best that we can afford. This 
doesn't mean that we have to strive 
for MS65 collections of everything 
because most of us couldn't afford 
that. Even a collection of Franklin 
Half Dollars in MS65 is expensive 
and if you add the caveat of Full 
Bell Lines the 1953-S then becomes 
a $30,000 or better coin. A set of 
Indian cents in MS63 is truly a beau¬ 
tiful set but then again a set with 
full Liberty in Fine/VFine is a set that 
should not be looked at with any 



less interest. I never completed my 
first set of Standing Liberty Quarters 
even if you exclude the 1916. I 
chose this set because I really like 
the design. The art deco period of 
Buffalo nickels. Mercury dimes, Std. 
Lib. Quarters and Walking halves 
was truly a wonderful period of 
coinage in America. Some of these 
coins definitely look much much 
better in upper grades versus 
Good's or VG's and Standing Liber¬ 
ty quarters are in my opinion defi¬ 
nitely in this category. Now the 
next thing most of us have heard is 
to collect the key dates first as you 
can easily fill in the more common 


dates later at any time. I can say I 
virtually have never met a collector 
who has taken this advice literally. 
Well, I begin my collection with a 
AU58 1921 quarter, one of the key 
dates and the race was on. I picked 
up a few of the common dates but 
had the funds and opportunity to 
take the advice of buying the keys 
first and acquired the 1923-S, 1927- 
S and 1919-D and S early on. I have 
9 dates to go and all are common 
except the 1916. lam hoping to 
acquire them at the FUN show next 
month and will display my collec¬ 
tion at the UNS at some date. I am 
also working on a set of the highest 
grades affordable to me. This also 
means grades in which I believe 
best displays off the coins beauty 
and attributes. I chose AU58 for my 
target, and so far have not gone 
below AU55 and the highest grad¬ 
ed coin is MS64. I also didn't set out 
to acquire Full Head examples 
(although I do have a few) as for 
some of these the price jumps ten¬ 
fold. I'm not sure if, or when, I will 
ever acquire an AU58 1916 as the 
price tag nears $ 15,000! But may¬ 
be. This is one way I chose to col¬ 
lect, how to you collect?

Another collection option is to collect or 
not such coins as over-dates. The 
1918/7-S is one coin I am not planning to 
add to my collection. Similarly many col¬ 
lectors do not add the 1955 double die 
to their Lincoln collection. There are nu¬ 
merous ways to collect any set of coins. 
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ITEM OF THE MONTH / EMPEROR NORTON I NOTE 


Here is an item that many 
may not know of. Currency 
that was issued by The Im¬ 
perial Government of Em¬ 
peror Norton I' in San Fran¬ 
cisco California. What, you 
didn't know that we had 
an Emperor here in the 
United States? 

These notes were initially 
issued on November of 
1870 and payable at 7% 
interest. The note shown is 
among the top 100 great¬ 
est American currency 
notes as per Q. David Bow¬ 
ers in the book regarding 
famous notes. There are 
probably no more than 40 
known Norton notes of var¬ 
ious types and denomina¬ 
tions. It was Joshua Norton 
who proclaimed himself 
"Emperor of the United 
States and Protector of 
Mexico." 


Many locals in San Francis¬ 
co thought he was crazy 
but even though, he would 
be invited to dine for no 
charge at the finest res- 
turants in San Francisco 
and local police would of¬ 
ten salute him on the 
street! He was in general 
very well respected by the 
people of San Francisco. 

He was also somewhat of a 
visionary as he ordered a 
survey to be completed on 
the prospect of building a 


bridge across San Francisco 
bay connecting San Fran¬ 
cisco to Oakland. 

Over 20,000 people attend¬ 
ed his funeral in 1880. So 
as Paul Harvey used to 
say.... "Now you know the 
rest of the story." Yes, there 
was an emperor in the 
United States and he lived 
in San Francisco and creat¬ 
ed circulating currency.

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BOOK REVIEW / AMERICAN SILVER EAGLES 


This is a new book which was 
just released and should be in 
everyone's library if they have 
an interest in U.S. Silver Ea¬ 
gles. This book is 8 l/2x 11 in 
hardcover format and is also 
produced in full color on high 
quality glossy paper. There 
are 154 pages divided into 
four basic chapters with two 
informative appendix's. The 
book begins with a discussion 
about the history of the U.S. 
bullion coin program fol¬ 
lowed by a chapter entitled, 
"Behind The Scenes at the 
U.S. Mint." Included are a 
good number of interesting 
photographs of people in¬ 
volved with the mint as well 
as the design process and 
activities associated with the 
creation of these coins. The 
main portion of the book be¬ 
gins with chapter 3 which is a 
date by date analysis of each 
silver eagle beginning in 
1986 through 2012. This sec¬ 
tion includes special sets 
which were created and has 



a separate page for each 
date, mint, and proof issue.

YOUNG NUMISMATICS / ANOTHER LOOK AT SAFEGUARDING 

OUR COLLECTIONS 


The November 26, 2012 edition of 
COIN WORLD contains an interesting 
and thought-provoking article on col¬ 
lection security. The article is the first 
of two by frequent contributor Susan L. 
Maltby, who is a private conservation 
consultant with a special interest in 
numismatic preservation. Much of the 
article addresses where and how most 
of us store and secure our collections 
and is totally in sync with the infor¬ 
mation we received in the excellent 
presentation by Dave Jenkins at our 
May meeting. Susan ends the article 
with a brief discussion on insurance 
considerations. But, it was the area 
entitled “Don’t Advertise” that I found 
most interesting. 

Her point, in this section of the article, 
is we collectors need to be very cau¬ 
tious concerning who knows about our 
collecting efforts and how much they 
know. It is natural for us to be excited 
about our collections, our progress, our 
latest addition(s), reaching a goal and 
wanting to share our success and 
achievements. But, when we do share, 
we need to carefully choose when, 
where, and with whom we share that 
collection related information. As I 
thought about her advice, I remem¬ 


bered a popular World War II slogan 
that simply stated “Loose Lips Sink 
Ships” and was meant to remind people 
not to carelessly talk about things that 
the enemy could use to damage our war 



efforts. A private conversation or dis¬ 
cussion about your collection with a 
friend that could be overheard by oth¬ 
ers you never intended to share it with 
could be a problem. Your friend(s) 
sharing information intended only for 
them could further compound the prob¬ 
lem. Even something as simple as dis¬ 
playing a hobby related publication in 
your home in an area available to visi¬ 
tors or guests might draw unwanted 
attention. The important point here is 
to carefully choose where, when, what, 


and with whom you share your collec¬ 
tion related information. For me, I live 
by the slogan “Careless talk could 
cause my collection to walk.” 

I have thoroughly enjoyed writing these 
articles over the last two years and 
hope you have enjoyed them. What I 
need from you, the readers are topics 
you would like to see discussed in this 
column. The young in the title does not 
refer to just youth, but to anyone who is 
new to numismatics.
